We have BU idea that the railroad com- 
pany is pleased with the action of the 
Board, but we are free to nay that the. 
Board has done just about right. We 
do not consider $20,000 pt'r mile an ex- 
orbitant valuation, and we should like 
to see the company pay at about the 
name rate in Nevada. 
The idea of ac- 


cepting $6,000 pur mile is absurd. One 
of the first duties of the next Legisla- 
ture should be to pass a bill creating a 
State Board of Equalization, to the end 
that the railroads shall pay their just 
proportion of taxation, anil that the rale 
shall be unifo-m.
